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SHIPPER COOPERATION AIDS RAILROADS AS 
RECORD WAR TRAFFIC CONTINUES UP 


The following article by President 
Mercler appears in the September issue 
of Pacific Purchasor Magazine: 
rpue Western railways ace handling 

by far the largest traffic load in alt 
their history, in spite of unprecedented 
difficulties. 

This record load is expected to increase 
in the future, To handle that increase, the 
Western railroads count heavily upon 
continued and even increased cooperation 
of the effective sort they have had thus 
far from shippers and receivers of freight. 

‘The increased transportation load 
placed upon Western railways is well il- 
lustrated by the experience of the Pacific 
Lines of the Southern Pacific; that is, our 
lines west of El Paso and Ogden. These 
lines in 1940 carried the greatest ton mile 
volume of freight in their entire history 
and this volume increased successively in 
1941, 1942 and thus far in 1943. Our fig- 
ures on ton miles for the first six months 
of 1943 show an increase of 
168 per cent over the same pe- 
riod of 1939, the last year be- 
fore the defense load began; 
142 per cent over 1929, there- 
tofore the all-time peak year; 
and 180 per cent over the 
same period in 1918, during 
World War I. 

Passenger mile figures, in- 
cluding troop movements, 
show, for the first six months 
of this year, compared with 
similar periods in former 
years, an increase of 335 per

The congestion that tied up the rail- 
ways, particularly at Eastern ports, duriag 
World War 1 was largely due to the fact 
that cars were sent to ports and other 
points where facilities for unloading them 
were lacking, the loaded cars being de- 
tained at destination for what amounted 
to warehousing purposes. The lesson 
from this experience was thoroughly 
learned by both the railways and the mili- 
tary, as well as by commercial shippers, 
and the steps that were taken, fortu- 
nately very early in the defense period 
and that have continued up to the present 
time, have been very effective in prevent- 
ing anything more than occasional local 
congestion or delays of short duration. 


Commercial shippers, realizing the im- 
portance of keeping railway lines and ter- 
minals in a fluid condition at ail times, 
have cooperated very well indeed, by re- 
leasing cars quickly after receipt, and by 
stopping shipments at the source in cases

of cars destined to points where facili- 
ties for unloading would not be imme- 
diately available. 

Such individual action on the pact of 
the shippers has had the systematic en- 
couragement and support of the Regional 
Shippers Advisory Boards, not only in 
the West but throughout the country. 
These organizations of shippers have 
provided a practical means of bringing 
about good teamwork between the car- 
riers on the one hand and the shippers 
on the other. Shippers’ requirements are 
continuously estimated in advance and 
plans are worked out jointly between 
transportation users and the railroads to 
meet the varying situations anticipated. 
Another exceedingly important factor in 
the situation has been the Office of De- 
fense Transportation, whose activities, 
under the able direction of Joseph B. 
Eastman, have been most helpful. The 
individual efforts of the carriers have 
been substantially furthered, 
also, by the Bureau of Service 
of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. It is upon the 
first-class working — relation- 
ships with the shippers and 
with the government agencies 
that the railways depend in 
large measure in their confi- 
dence that they will able to 
handle the still greater in- 
crease expected in volume of 
freight traffic, 

As to passenger traffic, the 
increase in volume has been 


cent over 1939, 292 per cent 
over 1929, and 246 per cent 
over 1918. 

Such tremendous increases 
as these certainly could not 
have been handled by the car- 
rier without the practical and 
well-sustained cooperation re- 
ceived from shippers, both 
military and commercial. For 
one thing, our records show 
that the average freight car 
is now being loaded 15 pet 
cent more heavily than in the 
year 1939, This heavier load- 
ing by our shippers has had 
a practical effect of increasing 
the car supply of Southern Pa- 
cific by the equivalent of more 
than 6,000 cars, These figures 
are for carlot shipment origi- 
nating on Pacific Lines, If less- 
than-carload and cars received 
from other lines were in- 
cluded, the increase would be 
substantially larger.

PEAKING for transportation and industry on the Pa- 
cific Coast at the opening broadcast“of a week devoted 

to honoring Civilian Volunteers of the Aircraft Warning 
Service, A. T. Mercier, president, Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, August 2, said:

It has been 
greatly swelled by the move- 
ment of troops, Major Gen- 
eral C. P. Gross, chief of the 
Army Transportation Corps, 
estimates that nearly four 
times as many troops have 
been moved in this country 
during the present war period 
as were moved in the same 
time during the first World 
War. (Incidentally, the armed 
forces move on low govern- 
ment rates; also the railroads 
have granted members of the 
atmed forces substantial re- 
ductions in fares for personal 
trips they may take while on 
furlough.) From the stand- 
point of railroad operation it 
may be noted that troop move- 
ments constitute what may be 
called “interspersing traffic’; 
that is, such movements are 
interspersed with the regular

NEW POWER FOR WAR TRAINS was enthusiastically received 
on Pacific Lines during July and August. First (above) of ten 
powerful Class GS-6 locomotives ordered in March, 1942, was 
delivered in July, and delivery of the full order was expected 
from Lima Locomotive Works by end of August. Part of the 
new equipment was Initially assigned to the Oakland-Portland 
run to help SP move the greatest volume of traffle In its history.

flow of traffic on the rails and often may 
be interrupting traffic due to the prior- 
ity given the military. 

The traveling public, since the begin- 
ning of the war period, has been under- 
standing and tolerant, and this attitude 
has helped us materially in dealing with 
the exceedingly difficult and complex 
problems of passenger transportation. 

Among the difficulties under which the 
railways operate, manpower shortage is 
number one. For example, on Southern 
Pacific Company's Pacific Lines our cur- 
rent shortage of men is around 8,000, and 
the shortage is still greater for the sys- 
tem as a whole, For some time our great- 
est shortage has been in track workers. 
This has been partly alleviated by the im- 
portation during recent months of about 
7,000 Mexicans. These men are well 
adapted to this work and their country- 
men have long proved their ability in 
maintenance of way work on Southern 
Pacific and other Western railways. The 
Mexicans being brought in at this time are 
being paid the regular scale of wages for 
maintenance of way employes as estab- 
lished by agreement with the labor or- 
ganization. They are brought in under 
bond to assure their return to Mexico after 
the close of the war. 

Beyond track labor, however, we have a 
manpower shortage in nearly every phase 
of the railroad’s operation. We have used 
every means at our command to augment 
our forces. Some 3,000 women have been 
employed in non-clerical jobs for kinds of 
work formerly performed exclusively by 
men. In addition we have received at vari- 
ous times the equivalent of 4,500 man- 
days of work per week-end from white 
collar workers—students, businessmen, 
clerks and others——who have thereby per- 
formed a patriotic service in helping a 
vital war industry and at the same time 


have eatned a little extra money for them- 
selves and their families. 

Nearly 13,000 former Southern Pa- 
cific Company employes are now in the 
armed forces of the United States. While 
we have not asked blanket exemption for 
any classification of railroad workers, we 
fee] there is urgent need that draft boards, 
in taking up individual cases, consider 
the essential nature of the work being 
performed and the fact that years of ex- 
perience are necessary in many of the 
crafts affected. 

Second only to manpower shortage 
among the major difficulties faced by the 
railroads has been and is lack of avail- 
ability of materials for the construction 
of equipment, particularly locomotives, 
but including also rail and many other 
facilities. In spite of vast sums expended 
in the past—totaling $100,000,000 in the 
case of Southern Pacific alone for im- 
provement of physical plant, the addition 
of new locomotives and other rolling stock 
in the past three years—the facilities of 
the railways have been sorely taxed. 

In this connection, a factor that has 
helped very greatly has been the good 
teamwork among the railroads themselves. 
One example of this has been the action 
of other railways in leasing locomotives 
to the Southern Pacific, a score of these 
engines from other lines being in use on 
Southern Pacific Lines during most of the 
last 18 months. The good spirit among 
the railroads has been further evidenced 
by diversion of trafic from time to time 
among the railroads from the more bur- 
dened lines to the less burdened, and by 
the quickness with which seighboring 
railroads have come to the relief of lines 
that are tied up by storms or accidents. 

Such instances of cooperation among 
individual lines and various regions of 
the country are catried out with the back- 


ground of a very practical cooperative ar- 
rangement for alf of the Class I railroads 
of the country effected through the Asso- 
ciation of American Railroads, whose Car 
Service Bureau and other agencies are 
constantly active in coordinating the 
efforts of the railroads so that they may 
work together with the utmost efficiency. 

Noteworthy also are the earnest efforts 
and excellent spirit of railroad men and 
women in all brahches of the service. Not 
only in the operation of the trains but in 
the yards and roundhouses where the 
trains are assembled and the equipment 
serviced, in the shops where for many 
months equipment needing repair has 
been kept at an all-time low, in the offices 
and in many out-of-the-way places and 
lines of wark little known to the public, 
railroad people have performed patricti- 
cally and well. 

Besides the factors mentioned, ‘there are 
other factors within the railroad industry 
itself without which the railroads would 
not have been able to handle the big war- 
time load, Since World War I more 
powerful and more efficient locomotives 
have heen developed, with the result that, 
for example, on our lines the tractive 
effort of the average locomotive has been 
increased 61 per cent since 1918. The ca- 
pacity of the average freight car has in- 
creased and the length of the average train 
has increased so that very substantial im- 
provement has been made over the last 
two decades in efficiency and economy of 
operation. The work done by the average 
Southern Pacific freight train, for example, 
measured by ton miles per train hour, 
has more than doubled in this period. 

The wat-time traffic peaks have, of 
course, produced large increases in reve- 
nues for the railroads, and in this con- 
nection these facts may well be noted: 

This is the first period in which earn- 
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ings have approached a reasonable return 
in more than a decade, The railroads had 
exceedingly hard going during the depres- 
sion years and one-third of their mileage 
is now in receivership. The level of rates 
under which current traffic is moving is 
the lowest in history by unit of work per- 
formed, and it may be added that for 
many years railroad rates in the United 
States have been the lowest in the world, 
except for Japan, where wage costs are, 


“of course, not comparable to those in 


America, For the first five months of 
1943, taxes absorbed more than half the 
railroads’ real net earnings; that is, more 
than half the margin of gross operating 
revenues over actual operating expenses. 
Last year the debts of the railroads were 
reduced by more than $400,000,000. 
Finally, a vast amount of maintenance 
work not ebsolutely essential to safe op- 
eration of the railroads at this time has 
had to be postponed during the war peri- 
od. Consequently, afte: the war there will 
beneed for rehabilitation on a large scale; 
and this is important to the country. 

The railroads are, of course, completely 
engrossed now with the war effort. Never- 
theless, they are looking forward to the 
post-war period with the hope and expec- 
tation that they will be able to carry for- 
ward the New Era in railroading that 
developed during the pre-war decade, an 
era that was marked not only by such im- 
provements in freight transportation as 
noted in the foregoing but also such strik- 
ing improvements in passenger service as 
air-conditioning, streamlining, and in gen- 
eral the adaptation to railroad service of 
the latest developments in the acts and 
sciences,

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SHOP AND OFFICE EMPLOYES 
HEED CALL FOR IDEAS 


EDING an appeal for employe 

suggestions, SP’ers in shops and 
offices during recent weeks have turned 
in hundreds of ideas, following adop- 
tion of a systemwide campaign, 

Some have already been adopted. 
Some are pending, Some must wait until 
after the war because of critical materials 
involved, A few were held impracti- 
cable. But all are securing earnest study. 

Free use was made by employes of the 
suggestion slip inserted in the August 
Bulletin, which contained an article send- 
ing out an “SOS” for good ideas, and 
which followed the development of 2 
systemwide suggestion plan, started in 
some instances as early as June. 

Many more of these slips ate in hands 
of SP'ets and will be eagerly awaited 
from time to time, as SP’ers work out 
their pet ideas to improve the operations 
of their awa job. Other suggestions have 
come in through letters and through 
talks with supervisors, 

Since June, Coast Division employes 
have turned in 24 suggestions, 11 of 
which came in on the Bulletin inserts, 
and Supt. J. J. Jordan reports “all of 
the suggestions are very worthy, al- 
though the ideas cannot all be put into 
practice under present conditions,” 

Of 21 suggestions submitted at Sac- 
ramento Geni, Shops during recent 
months, nine have already been adopted, 
10 are being developed, and two are 
considered impracticable, A. B. Wilson, 
supt. of motive power, reports. 

Sixty-nine suggestions have been 
turned in to the Passenger Traffic Dept. 
as the result of a circular Jetter sent out 
June 29, and in response to the sugges- 


tion article, according to F. $. McGin- 
nis, vice president, system passenger 
trafic. From employes of the Account- 
ing Dept. have come 17 suggestions so 
far, reports F. L. McCaffery, general au- 
ditor, and all have been found generally 
worthy of careful consideration. 

Ideas submitted by SP’ers Dow Nich- 
ols, Bakersheld machinist; BE. P. Mor- 
gan, LA electric welder, and Gen]. Car 
Foreman C. H. D. Hansen, all of which 
have simplified tasks and made opera- 
tions safer, are illustrated on this page. 
Others will appear in later issues of the 
Bulletin. 

What is your idea? It might seem 
unimportant to you, but put it in a sug- 
gestion box or hand to your supervisor 
and let several minds go to work on it. 
You will be helping yourself, and the 
war effort, too.

in East Texas shipping a carload 
of lumber a distance of 250 miles and 
then getting the same car back a week 
jater for a re-load, was gone one better 
by an incident related in recent issue 
of the Gulf Coast Lumberman by Gus 
Russell of the Santa Fe Lumber Co., 
San Francisco. On Oct. 1, '42, Russell’s 
company loaded SP 42153 out of Swiss- 
home, Ore., and it arrived at Stockton, 
Oct, 14.

“BULLETIN” FOLLOWS SP’ERS TO WAR 


“tt’s Like Getting a Letter from Home’, Many Write 
about Magazine from Far-flung Wor Zones 


AR from familiar rail clicks, but 

eager for word of their home rail- 
road, SP fighters everywhere—in Africa, 
Sicity, Australia and way points on the 
far-flung global front—and those on the 
home front, too-—cagerly await the Bul- 
letin each month along with other mail 
from home. 

“Like to keep up on what's going on 
back there; keep up the good work,” 
writes one. “The Bulletin helps fill in 
many lonely moments,” “I treasure 
those Bulletins as I do my family albura,” 
"“T always find it interesting,” say others. 

Spurred by their appeals, the Bulletin 
staff in SF is doing its best to see that 
the magazines get through to these news- 
hungry fellows and gals. 

First word of departure of an SP’er 
for the armed forces usually comes 
through Bulletin correspondents or from 
the report sent twice monthly by all 
divisions, shops, offices, etc. to the Au- 
ditor of Payrofl Accounts reporting each 
employe inducted into military service. 
A copy of this report is sent to the 
Bulletin. 

Bulletins ace then maited to their 
military addresses or former home ad- 
dress, Envelopes are addressed by the 
Addressograph Bureau but “stuffing” is

done in the Bulletin. office, First maga- 
zine mailed bears a stamped return pos- 
tal card asking that the address be 
checked and the card returned. Names 
returned are then added to the maga- 
zine’s regular military mailing list. The 
cards also request the SP’er to “send us 
a picture of yourself.” 

Meanwhile, names of those going into 
the armed forces are prepared for pub- 
lication. File cards are made out giv- 
ing name, SP position-location, and 
other data, As the pictures (or negatives) 
come in, picture-record cards are pre- 
pared, Pictures and negatives are care- 
fully numbered to guard against mix-up. 

Then the picture is sent to the SF 
Duplicating Bureau and is copied (or in 
the case of negatives, prints are made). 
The copies are held for use in the Bul- 
letin as quickly as space permits while 
the originals are immediately returned. 
More than 1500 pictures are now on file 
and more than 3500 Bulletins are being 
mailed out regularly to the service men. 

Cards on file in the office of the Audi- 
tor of Payroll Accounts contain the 
records of the service men, their SP 
job, seniority date, induction date, etc. 
The number of stars for the service flag 
is determined from this record. 

During a single month, some 400 
new addresses are added to the Bulletin 
mailing list. In all, 12,998 men from 
SP as a whole are now in the service. 
It's a big job keeping up with those 
fast-moving SP fighters—but it's a task 
to which the Bulletin gives its utmost.

Get Overseas Christmas 
Packages Off Early 


HRISTMAS parcels and cards for 

members of the United States Army 
outside the continental United States 
should be mailed during the period 
beginning Sept. 15 and ending Oct. 15, 
postal officials advise. 

Parcels and cards to personnel in the 
United States Navy, Marines and Coast 
Guard should be mailed during the 
period beginning Sept. 15 and ending 
Nov. 1. Each parcel should be en- 
dorsed “Christmas parcel.” It is wise 


“to mail both parcels and cards as early 


during these periods as possible, 

Limits in size and weight follow: 
Maximum weight, 5 pounds; maximum 
length, 15 inches; combined length 
and girth, 36 inches. 

No perishables will be accepted. In- 
toxicants, matches and lighter fluids 
also are not permissible. Inasmuch as 
the service men are amply provided 
with food and clothing the following 
items are suggested as appropriate: 
Toilet articles such as soaps, razor 
blades, lotions and small pocket size 
military cases, stationery, books, tobacco 
and hard candy. Money should be sent 
by postal money orders, with post office 
through which the orders are to be 
routed shown as the paying office. 

Requests from the addressee for these 
parcels will not be necessary during 
the above-named periods. Parcels must 
be completely and correctly addressed 
and securely packed and tied.

Seven Months’ Operating Results 


OR the seven months ended July 31, 

1943, Railway Operating Revenues of 
Southern Pacific Transportation System 
amounted to $344,197,484, or $101,910,- 
702 more than the revenues for the same 
period of 1942; a 42% ‘increase, 

During the same period Railway Oper- 
ating Expenses were $195,462,916, or $46,- 
777,737 more than the expenses for the 
same period of last year; a 31% increase. 

Railway tax accruals, including $71,255,- 
674 for Federal taxes, and $8,716,017 for 
other taxes, totaled $79,971,691, or $42,- 
834,933 more than such accruals for the 
first seven months of last year. After de- 
ducting taxes and $13,841,952 of net 
rentals for use of equipment and joint fa- 
cilities, there was left Net Railway oper- 
ating Income of $54,920,925, or $9,134,116 
more thar the net railway operating income 
for same 1942 period. 

Out of Net Railway Operating Income, 
and Other Income consisting of dividends 
and interest on securities owned, rentals 


and miscellaneous income, must be paid the 
interest on bonds and equipment trust notes 
in the hands of the public. and other fixed 
charges. For the six months ended June 
30, 1943, the final result was a Net Income 
of $37,483,595, which compares with a 
Net Income of $25,740,227 for the same 
period of last year.

TROOPS TO LAND IN SICILY 


IRST word of SP'ers in action in 

Sicily tells of heroic exploits of First 
Lt. Fletcher P. Greer, Army pilot and 
former sheet metal worker apprentice, 
El Paso Geni. Shops, and “Ed” Kan- 
gas, formerly of Genl. Psgr. Office, LA, 
who was one of the first to drop out of 
the skies onto Sicilian soil. 

Lt. Greer was with the first invasion 
group in Sicily and 
piloted one of the 
transport planes that 
carried glider-borne 
troops into Sicily. 
He was recently 
awarded the Army 
Air Force Medal and 
the Oak Leaf Clus- 
ter for “skill and 
courage”’ in “merito- 
rious achievement 
while participating 
in a night aerial 
flight in unarmed, 
unarmored, and un. 
escorted troop-carrier aircraft at an alti- 
tude of less than 500 feet, under adverse 
flying conditions over enemy-held ter- 
rain while receiving hostile ground fire.” 
Several nights later Lt. Greer piloted a 
plane which dropped Allied parachutists 
into flak-ridden enemy-held territory, 
“And, boy, they gave us a hot reception,” 
he Iater wrote home. 


Kangas, in a V-mail letter to LA 
friends, tells of dropping out of the Si- 
cilian skies: “It certainly was a funny 
feeling to jump out of the plane at night 
and come floating down not having any 
idea of what was below; whether it 
would be steel helmets and bayonets in 
enemy foxholes, or the proverbial buxom 
farmer's daughter with outstretched 
arms,” he wrote. “In my case it was 
neither, but many of the fellows landed 
right among a flock of pillboxes, which 
were promptly put out of action (of 
course),”” Kangas added, “So far I per- 
sonally haven't fired a shot except one, 
and that was a chicken (my supper).” 

Also in Sicily is Pvt. Geo. E. Stone, 
carman from LA division. His letter of 
Aug. 12 to the Bulletin stated he had

just received the May issue and is eager 
to get all copies. “We are bivouacked 
in an almond grove and they are now 
ripe,” he writes. “This place is very 
hot and dusty . . . The kids go wild 
over candy, gum and cigarettes... I 
get a kick out of the trains. The en- 
gines are about size of our 1200 type. 
‘They pull around thirty cars... 1 am 
a cook in our outfit.” 

The battle for Attu had some mighty 
big moments for Ist Lt. Geo. W. Thayer, 
formerly of Kirkham Frt. Station, Oak- 
tand. He was in the first wave of infantry- 
men ashore, and shortly afterwards 
dropped into a fox hole in an area from 
which the Japs were supposed to have 
beer, driven.

The lieutenant jerked 
out his pistol and killed two of them. 
Then the pistol jammed. Apparently the 
remaining Jap was too flabbergasted to 
get into action, for Thayer unjammed his 
gun and killed him, too. The leutenant 
was wounded in later action, but not seri- 
ous enough to be removed from the 
island, according to his father, Yardman 
Geo. M. Thayer, of West Oakland. City 
Ticket Agent E. A. Thayer, of Alhambra, 
is the young hero's uncle.
